W< 
have I kipped out our splendid timber 
to be manufactured in other states, in- 
stead of manufacturing It at home. 
We have legislated against the rail- 
roads, those great pioneers of prog- 
ress and development, instead of en- 
couraging them to extend their lines. 
A« a result of all this the census fig- 
ures show that only three states In 
the T'nlon have a smaller percentage 
of growth than Kentucky. Is It not 
time to turn over a new leaf just be- 
fore the New Year and use to the full- 
est extent the great advantages which 
nature has laid at our Feel and which 
opportunity has brought to ov.r doc 

"In nr. humble opinion the first and 
j T— t— 1 step for the material drve'on- 
ment of Kentucky was taken last fall 
at the good road- meeting when this 
congress was called and a committee 
appointed to draft a state aid bill for 
public highways to be submitted to It 
!t Is not my purpose to discuss at "his 
time in detail the value of good reads 
or the cost of bad ones. I merely wiah 
to emphasize that bad roads are a 
heavier tax upon Ike people than any 
reasonable tax which may be levied 
to secure good roads The bad roads 
of Kentucky cost the people more an- 
nually than all the -"ate tax. the state 
school tax and the count) taxes com- 
bined. A government statistician has 
eaU mated thai the bad roads In the 
United States cos: $12. BO per capita a 
year. If they only cost half thai much 
in Kentucky the people are paying an- 
nually $12,000,000 to pull through the 
mud. 

- Bad Roads a Perpetual Tax. 

"The cost of bad roads i« a perpet- 
ual tax which can only be stopped by 
the building of good roads. Good 
roads not only stop the tax of bad 
roads, but they increase the value of 
the land more than the roads cost. 
They are great moral factors and like 
the railroads are great civilizens. 

"The measure framed for your con 
sideration was drafted by a committee 
consisting of Senator Joe S. Hosworth. 
of the mountains; Judge James P. 
Gregory, of Louisville; Mr. George R 
Pickett, of the Rluegrass, and the 
speaker, from Southern Kentucky. It 
was framed without regard to any par- 
ticular section of the state, but upon 
the broad plan of helping every part 
of Kentucky and the commonwealth 
as a whole. The committee endeavor- 
ed to make it so plain and simple in a 
synopsis form that ft could bo sus- 
ceptible of but one construction, the 
one the framers intended It should 
have. 

"Kentucky i« a unit. Outside the 
?tate a citizen Is known only as a Ken- 
ruekian. whether he hails from the 
mountains, the niuegrass or Western 
Kentucky. No man can rise to dis- 
tinction in any part of this common- 
wealth that the luster of his name ia 
not shed upon the whole state. No 
great crime can be committed In the 
most remote section that the shame of 
If does not fall upon Kentucky. We 
need to give force and effect to the 
motto of our state. 'United We Stand. 
Divided We Fall,' and everywhere, 
from the nig Sandy to the Mississippi, 
there should be a united and concert 
ed effort to put Kentucky where she 
properly belongs, at the forefroat of 
the State*. 

State Aid Not New. 

"The question of state aid is no new 
thing. Over sixty millions have be*-n 
appropriated by the various states In 
the union to aid in the construction of 
metal highways. Thirty-two states 
are aiding in various ways in the con- 
struction of roads. I have the last re 
port of the federal highways depart 
ment at Washington City, which shows 
what the various st&tee are doing in 
this direction. Maryland has appro 
priated for thla year $850,000, Massa 
ckuaetta $500,000. New Jersey has 
spent $8,859,735, and has appropriated 
lor 1910 $300,000. In thlr connection I 
would say that New Jersey la the 
pioneer state in granting aid. mid as a 
it shows double the increase of

No man has ever advocated the repeal 
of that law. Any candidate for the leg- 
islature who would make the race 
upon the platform of the repeal of the 

school tax because his county did not 
get back as much as it paid in would 
he Overwhelmingly defeated. Why' 
r.< cause it is recognised as an abso- 
lute necessity for the rich counties 
of Kei tucky to help to educate the 
children of the poor counties In order 
to maintain our public Scbol system. 
Nearl) half the counties In Kentucky 
are as helpless to build good roads 
without state aid as they 'would he to 
maintain public schools withopt state 
aid. Realizing the value which stato 
aid has been to other states no one 
can obJOel tc it In KentUCk) except 
upon the most selfish motives of nay-

I do not believe that Kentucky Is go- 
ing to be governed by that narrow 
spirit. Those few people who are cry. 
ing out against the small tax of 6 cents 
on the floo from seliishness are ey- 
ing out before even their pocket hooks 
nre hurt. We believe that the state 

supervision in the construction of 

roads would save In the rich counties 
more than the tax they pay, that in 
the end the Increased prosperity of 
the pauper counties by the building 
of good roads would soon take many 
of them out of the pauper list, and 
that In ten years the state would be 
paid hack a large interest on the 
money Invested in roads by an in- 
creased valuation of property. 

Two Per Cent Provision. 

"Then' is a section of the synopsis 
of the bill to be discussed which is a 
eection that has been overlooked by 
many. H is the section Which pro- 
vides that no county shall receive any 
year more than 2 per cent of the stato 
fund. This state fund will be ap- 
proximately $. r ii>n.noo. and 2 per cent of 
It will be 110,000 Any county receiv- 
ing this maximum amount will be 
drawing out of the state treasury more 
than it pays in unless the assessed 

taluatlon of the county is 110)000,000 

r.r n.ore. In Kentucky We ha\e lesa 
than ten counties where the property 
is \ alued at 110,000,000 ->r more, and 
these would Ik the only ones which 
would of necessity contribute more to 
the road fund than they couM draw 
from if. AJ1 of these rich counties 
havi large cities In them. These 'itles 
have been built up by the country, and 
it is nothing more than right and ]wt 
that in turn they should help to build 
Up the country, for the reason that in 
in the end 'hey would become bene- 
ficiaries. 

"Allow me to refer to our public 
school system again. Under the pro- 
vis., ns of 'he law a tax of 22M> cents 
Is levied on all the property of the 
Mate and paid Into the state treasury. 
It is disbursed according to the num- 
ber of children in each county, and the 
county does not have to raise a single 
cent to get tho benefit of this fund. 
The state aid to roads is on a much 
fairer proposition than this. It pro- 
vides that not a dollar of the state 
mooej shall go to any county which 
does not cover it with either $1 or $2 
of its own money, to be used in the 
construction of the roads according 
to its ability to pay. In other word*. 
If the state puts up $500,000 a year to 
aid in road building, the counties will 
ha\> to put up from $500,000 to $1,000,- 
000. Thia means that in ten years 
there will he from 10.000 to 12,000 
miles of good roads built In Kentucky 
according to the direction of a com- 
petent civil engineer and after the 
meet approved methods of road build- 
ing. This will do more to develop 
Kentucky and to enrich it than the 
same amount of money spent in any 
other way."

Connaught to Succeed Grey. 
King's Uncle Becomes 
Governor Ueneral of 
Canada in Sept. 

London, Jan. 29. - It isofficialy 
announced that the Duke of 
Connaught will succeed Earl 
Crey in September as Governor 
General of Canada. He will hold 
the appointment for two years, 
and that period may he extended. 

Various reports have peen cur- 
rent from time to time, partic- 
ularly from Canadian sources, 
that the Duke of Connaught 
would not be the next Governor 
General of Canada, although on 
the original announcement of his 
appointment, shortly after the 
death of King Edward, it was

Washington, D. C, Jan, 2G- 
The House yesterday passed the 
postoffice appropriation bill carry- 
ing about $257,000,000 with no 
notes in the negative. 
fiThe postoffice committee of 
the House- the Postmaster Gen- 
eral and "others higher up" in- 
cluding by inference the Presi- 
dent of the United States came 
in for a scoring at the hands of 
members of the House during 
consideration of the bill. 

The debate reached its height 
when Representative Sisson, of 
Mississippi, declared with vigor: 
"This mail service all over the 
United States is in a hell of a fix, 
to use a strong expression and 
this House should fix the respon- 
sibility where it belongs. Some 
say it is the committee, some say 
it is the department and some 
say it is the President. The de- 
partment has declined to spend 
the money appropriated for ad- 
ditional rural fee delivery routes 
and is going to turn back a sur- 
plus of $1.0< 0,000 from this ser- 
vice. Forsooth, upon what hath 
these Caesars fed that they can 
thus defy the mandate of the 
House and Senate of the United 
States?" 

The House passed with a 
whoop an amendment providing 
that after July 1, 1911, the rural 
carriers would receive a salary 
not exceeding $1,000 a year. 

An attempt to substitute offi- 
cial postage stamp for the franks 
now used by members of Con- 
gress and Government depart- 
ments was defeated. 

"Please do not open until 
Christmas" will be permitted on 
mail matter in the future if the 
action of the House is sustained 
approving a provision allowing 
these extra words to be written 
on mail packages. 

"Is this compliment to Santa 
Claus?" asked Repiesentative 
Foster of Illinois. 

1 'It is to relieve the congestion 
of the mail at Christmas time." 
replied Chairman Weeks. "We 
all try to have our packages ar- 
rive on Christmas eve, and if 
such a line could be written on 
packatres many of them would 
be sent earlier."

Among the natural eurioaitiei 
which abound in Kentucky none 
is more picturesque than T r ! >t 
Rock. Sixteen miles northeastof 
Hopkinsville, on the line separ- 
ating the counties of Christain 
and Todd, it rears in ragged 
beauty its lofty head. From its 
summit on a clear day one can 
see the standpipe on waterworks 
hill and discern as a doll-house 
the main building of McLean 
College, while for miles and 
miles around spread a ravishing 
vision of sylvan loveliness. 

Mute and majestic it rests up 
on an elevated plain, its base 
covering two acres of ground 
and towering upward an uneven 
pyramid it reaches a height of 
more than 200 feet. Its level 
top of half an acre is bare save 
for hardy shurbs and clinging 
moss. 

Legend, history and romance 
cluster around the rocks with al- 
most the luxuriance of the vines 
and vegetables, pigmy pines and 
cedars which garb its sides. 
Here, years ago, when Kentucky 
was in truth a dark and bloody 
hunting ground, the Indians 
camped, and relics of their habi- 
tation are plentiful in the form 
ef atone arrows and utensils and 
crude instruments of work and 
warfare. In pioneer days the 
rack had its value as a landmark 
and, visible for miles around, it 
stood a Gargantuan guide for 
travel to the early settlers. 
There was a period of lawless- 
ness in anti-bellum days, when 
bandits held sway terrorizing 
Hie people -and Pilot Rock was a 
rendezvous of the robber bands. 
Ia later times moonshiners made 
frequent use of its clefts for 
plying the illegal trade. Now a- 
days it is a mecca for sightseers 
Mid' admirers of the beauties of 
aatu^ and a magnet to all the 
picnic parties in the region.

Pilot Rock was the scene of a 
once popular novel, "Lon/ 
Powers," the author of which 
was James Weir, of OWenboro, 
who attended school iu Christian 
county several years when a 
VOUth. He devotes many pages 
to its description, a short ex- 
cerpt of which follows: "It 
stands forth boldly and proudly 
from a level plain, rearing its 
cedar crowned head all green 
and young and lovely, as if in 
the springtide of youth, al 
though as old as the world itself, 
and shooting its rugged summit 
far above the loftiest trees sev- 
eral hundred feet beyond the 
level surface of the green valley 
stretching in every direction 
around it. It stand? th n,, e as it 
has stood for thousands and 
thousands of years, for it was 
old when the Pyramids of Egypt 
were in their infancy, fearlessly 
undergoing the fierce, wild 
strife of winds and storms, unin- 
jured, unworn and unshaken: 
and there it will continue, the 
wonder and amazement of puny 
man, until he who reared it as a 
slight monument of His omnip- 
otent power, shall hurl this hith- 
erto unshaken mass of natures 
masonry from it massive founda- 
tion. 

On the one side /or miles and
